Portions of Rochester and sections of the 


country lying south of it have been seen 
out in the lake six and ten miles distant, 
ae though the city was standing ereot in 
the air.

A. well known hike captain has also wit-

Dpoo land mirages are best seen over 


desert plains in hot climates. The intense 
heat of the sands greatly raranea the air in 
contact with them, and rays of light corn- 
lag from the dlstaot object* are gradually 
beat by approaching the rare stratum un- 
til they strike it at an angle greater than 
the limiting angle. Total reflection then 
oagnn,the air near the eand aotiug as .a 
minor, or a body of water In which invert- 
ed Imeges are seen. Tuus Is presented to 
the Inexperienetd traveler over the desert 
plains the appearance of tranquil lakes, 
end, parched with thirst, he is sadlydelud- 
ed by them. 


Many thrilling Incident* are given where 


whole parties in f rousing the sandy desert, 
overcome with the heat and parched with 
thirst, nave machod a place from whence, 
fer in tbe horixon, they eaw, or thought 
they eaw, a beautiful lake, with branching 
palm trees near it. Longing for the water 
a»d the cooling shade, they have disobeyed 
the warning-voice of their guide, deviated 
from their true course to almost frantically 
hasten forward toward a mere alluring de- 
lusion—a mirage that has led them far 
astray—until, utterly exhausted, they have 
eunk down to perish on the demrt sands.—

CURIOUS THINGS TO BE SEEN AND 


HEARD IN A FACTORY. 


Wonderful Specimens of Skillful Carvlnf. 


Great Care Ilequlred to Blake a Good 
Meemchnam Pipe—It I* IMfflcult to 
Tell Roal Meorachauin* 
Nassau street, between Beekman and 


Cedar, 1» built double. There IB a row of 
shops and stores in front with a narrow 
sidewalk and another row ot factories be- 
hind. There are many curious things made 
in there factories, which front on small 
areaways and aldtinje courts. Silverware, 
caneti, badges and Hindi! machinery ot all 
kinds are mode there. Besides there ore 
several pipe factories. One of the most in- 
teresting of those pipe factories is near 
John street. It is a room on the ft rat floor 
lighted by two windows which never have 
a ray of nunUglit. The man la charge of 
(he factory waa bom in Austria and learned 
the profession which his father had before 
him. He is a man well along toward CO 
years of age, with gray hair and mustache. 
He wears a pair of gold rimmed spectacles, 
and when he works puta on gold rimmed 
eyeglasses over them. He la very proud of 
his business. 


"Mv father lived in Vienna in the old 


time," sold he. "He was a genius. He 
passed six examinations In his profession, 
in amber, meerschaum, rubber, ivory, 
wood and metals. M that timu a man. 
had to serve an apprenticeship for a long 
term before he became a journeyman; then 
he had to travel around and see the world 
before he was allowed to open a shop. My 
father hud a natural genius lor his profes- 
sion, and passed the examinations without 
having to serve an apprenticeship. 
He 


proved that he waa not aa apprentice."

There are many things in the back room 


which show that bath the father and the 
son were geniuses in their profession. Then 
Is tbe cap of a tool handle in which Will- 
bun Birnbaum, the man, who hag charge, 
had made a act of chesBmec. The box la 
one and » quarter inches in diameter by 
half an inch i» height. There ie room in 
it for the whole set. Be has things which 
he made when he waa 15, which show the 
kind of an apprenticeship he went through. 


He does not show these things to all of 


his customers, but he keeps them pat away 
in a cabinet with a number ot carved ob- 
jects. One of them is an amber skull. It 
Is less than three-quarters of an inch, high, 
but the boats and articulations are dis- 
tinctly marked. 
The carving la to fine 


that a magnifying glass hastobecaedto 
aeaib in detail Another la a bolder, where 
• monk with a hollow head for cigarette* 
ie laughing, but in requires a magnifying 
glass to see tbe lines of his mirth. The most 
costly of tbe pipes represents s mermaid 
holding a conch shell close to her breast. 
Her scaly tail is twined about » large 
branch of white coral, which will become 
brown whcs tbe pipe Is smoked. -Bach 
scale is perfeat. The mermaid has much 
more expression in her face than hava 
aome of the big »tatu«s in Central park, 
though there in hardly half an inch of 
meerschaum «n which to carry the lines. 


The man In charge had a pride in his 


work. He took the reporter io his work- 
room and shewed him the raw amber and 
meerschaum, the half flntahed pipes and the 
finished carvings.

size and quality of the pieces. It look* 
like plaster of Paris smoothed off and 
rounded. The amber looks like beeswax 
or large ptecea of resin. It comes in pieces, 
and la worth from 18 to ISO a pound. 
Meerschaum to make a $5 pipe costs about 
t3.Su. The amber tips raw cost about one- 
quarter or one-half as much. 


When an order comes for a pipe the 


proprietor goes through the stock of meer- 
schaum to get a piece out of which the 
pipe can be cut with aa little fosu as possible. 
Four-flfths of the meerschaum is wasted, 
though the chips ore often saved and made 
Into imitation meerschaum pipes. The 
meerschaum la first cut on a circular saw 
Into a piece a little larger than the pipe. 
If the cutting shows holes or cracks the 
piece IB cast aside. Then it is waked io 
water for fifteen minutes and cut the 
r,oagh shape with a knife. Then a note is 
drilled through ft and it Is turned with a 
half motion. After the turning the stem 
is inserted. It is smoothed off when dry, 
boiled in wax and polished< then it is ready 
to be sold. 


The amber la worked with a chisel and 


turning wheel. The chisal is sharp and 
razor like. A clumsy operator would cut 
his fingers off with it. An old operator 
takes the piece of amber in his hand and 
rounds it with the chisel, the forefinger of 
the left hand serving as • guide for the 
chisel to play. When, It is rounded It is 
held agaiwrt the face of a roughened wheel 
until it is turned to Approximately the re- 
quired size. Than it fa put in the same 
turning wheel and a hole is bored through 
it. This is for the more common and 
cheaper amber stems, th« kinds that are 
put in briarwood pipes which sell for fifty 
and seventy-five cents., It don not take 
more than a quarter or half hoar to finish 
one of these sterna. 


IMITATION ME^BBCHAUlf. 


A stem for a more costly pipe will take a 


day. The shortest time in which a good 
meerschaum pipe oan be made to three 
dajm. That U for a plain pipe. If the pipe 
is to be carved that time has to be added. 
Workmen have spent month* on carving 
one pipe. 


The dust and chips from the ambe> and 


meerschaum ore saved, Thaambaiduetia 
melted and i»ade Into amberllng. Tbe 
meerschaum dust is chopped up and work- 
ed in to a paste, from which imitation meet- 
aohauni pipes are made. It is a coaumon 
idea that real meerschaum can be- told from 
imitation meerschaum by the fact thatreal 
meerschaum floats on water, hut imitation 
meerschaum floats also. Imitation oaser- 
achanm can be made whloh will color bet- 
ter than real meerschaum does, though it 
does not last BO long and the color is likely 
to come In streaks. It Is hard for a mail 
who Is not la the business to tell anal 
from an imitation meerschaum. 


It to hard to make an estimate of the.cost 


of a pipe from the cost of the material*, as 
so small a proportion of the raw material 
can he used. To get a item for a big pipe 
a whole box may be gone through without 
Bnding any suitable piece. The best qual- 
ity of meerschaum frequently has air holes 
and cracks In it.—New York Bun.

A Chinciw Wonder. 


In 1438 A. D., after nineteen years 


ceaseless labor and an expenditure of abou 
$4,000,000, the Chinese government flniahei 
the wonderful Porcelain tower at Nankin 
which stood for nearly four and a quarto 
centuries, until 1856, the most marvelous 
building ever erected by human hands. ] 
was of octagonal form, 389 feet in height 
with nine stories, each having a cornia 
and gallery without. The name of Porce- 
lain tower was applied to this union 
utructure on account of the fact thatch 
whole of the outride work was coverei 
with porcelain slabs of various sizes am 
colors, but principally of red, white, yel 
low and green. At every one of its nin 
stories the projecting roof of the gallery 
was covered with green tiles, each corner 
being provided with Aell varying in 
weight f i om 300 to 1,000 pounds. 


There were 152 bells in all, each so nicely 


balanced as to rock back and forth as the' 
were swayed by the breezes, giving out i 
continuous strain of beautiful but weiri 
music. Hanged In rows between the bells 
were 128 brass, bronze and silver lamps 
which were lighted every night in the year 
The apex of the tower, starting from its 
base at the 350 foot level and extending up 
wards for a height of ten feet, was a mon- 
ster gilded pineapple, surmounted by 
copper ball about .two feet in diameter. 


A spiral stairway of over 300 steps led 


from the base to the summit. The build- 
ing was constructed aw a gift to an empress, 
and was always kept in repair by the gov 
eminent. Lightning struck it in 1801 and 
tore down the three top stories. The injury 
was repaired us soon as possible. It would 
probably bo standing to this day had not 
the Taiping rebels imagined its lights and 
tolls disastrous to their cause.—St. Louis 
Republic.

lious Auuricj.il, French, German and Rus- 
sian ships. V.'heu the bilg went out of 
Pali,ing she was a match for anything of 
her size ever floated, and no crew were 
e^er under better discipline. She carried 
three extra, boats, aud, as I had helped to 
stow her ammunition, I knew that she 
had a great plenty. 
There were men on the peninsula who 


weieiu communication with tho pirates, 
and to befog them we ran off up the Gulf 
of Siam until w o sighted Cape Campodia. 
Then we headed to the northeafet, and at 
once began the work of di&guising the brig. 
Au old set of .sails were beut on, the paint 
pots bi ought out, and in the course of 
twenty-four hours we made the Kclief, as 
she was called, look like a tea barge or a 
trader 
It was no Ube to hunt- pirates with 


a man-of-war. They wero altogether too 
sharp to be caught under her guns. 


We cruised up and down the China sea 


for a week, keeping well over toward the 
Borneo coast, but met with no ad\enture. 
Then we got the'tail end of a hurricane, 
which we rode out sutely, and after it sub- 
sided we limped along to the north* with 
foretopmobts down aud sails torn and rent. 
4. sailor looking at us from a distance of 
half a mile would have said tt»at we had 
pulled through by the skin of our teeth. A 
dead calm usually follows a storm in that 
sea and as we were opposite Opokonoke, 
or the w cstemmost island of the Philippine 
group we wero not surprised to find our- 
selves within live or faix miles of the green 
coast and without steerage way. Tins was 
the state of aff.urs at sunrise on a very sul- 
try morning, and as the tide set shoreward 
we drifted in for a couple ot miles aud then 
let go our anchor in forty feet of water. 


The Djaks not only had as good marine 


glasses as any ahip carried, but they had 
erected platforms in the tops of tall trees, 
and could scu as far out over the ocean as a 
man nt our masthead could see inland. 
We knew that they infested that island, 
and had no doubt we should soon be an ob- 
ject of scrutiny. For this reason all but a 
dozen men were sent below, and those re-

Then we lay off for half an 


hour while i-bc plied the woods with

twenty places, and tho flames were not ex- 
tinguished until they had burned eveiy 
tree and bush mer a. spuco twenty-five 
miles long by fifteen broad. 


At about sundown we got a laud breeze 


aud made au oiling. We wjro not >et 
through with the pirates. Wo had simply 
dosed one batch of them. Standing to the 
northward all night under a light breeze 
brought us ,it daylight aboutoppusite Ara- 
torabay, o.i the coast of this banio island.

The warrior even dipped his 
sword luind in the dye in order to look 
more tei rible. It to said that when the 
Chinese brigand chief, Fants'uug, was rav- 
aging the northwest provinces, about the 
thirteenth year of our era, he and his army 
dyed their eyebrows blood color to inspire 
a greater fright. It was war paint, in fact 
—the very grimmest of war paint—and is 
to be teen on the horses in the colored min- 
iatures of ancient Persian manuscripts. 
The custom survives to this day in the 
cast, without its meaning, Sir H. Layard 
describing the big white asse<i of Bagdad, 
whose tails and ears ore dyed bright red 
with henna, while their bodies are 
splotched all over with tho same color, 
like a heraldic tolbot, and Miss Gordon 
Cnmming, in her pleasant and valuable 
volumes on tho Himalayas, says that at 
Lortt Mayo's Durbar, at Umbalhi, in March, 
1869, some of the horsas of the sixteen 
rajahs there present were parcel dyed in

There was a man or two in the 


nggiug, apparently engaged in making re- 
pairs, but ically to watch the coast, and at 
about high 110011 it was reported that a 
sampan was approaching. The cralt is a 
sort of Indian canoe made of bark, and in 
this case there was but one occupant. He 
was doubtlesb coming us a scout to see how- 
matters stood. He came straight on until 
within half a mile of us, and then halted 
and took a long survey. Our ports were 
up yards askew, a lot of raffle hanging 
over the stern, and it did not take him long 
to determine that we were a merchantman 
in distress. To further this idea we waved 
a white cloth at him, as if inviting him to 
come on board. He came no nearer, al- 
though he stood up »nd waved his arms, as 
if saying that he would return to the shore 
and bring us help.

sure that the game was in our hands. 1 he 
crew were called to quarters, shot, shell, 
and grape passed up, and when cutlasses 
and pistols had been served out we were 


^i, VM tide was setting inshore the 


brig's stern was toward the island. We 
quietly tailed on to the spring which had 
been set and brought her starboard broad- 
side to bear. This maneuver might have 
aroused the suspicions of the Dyaks had 
we not taken so much pains to disguise the 
brig As it was, they doubtless argued 
that it was for the purpose of assisting us 
in our repairs. At any rate, at about 8 
o'clock iu the atteruoon, we caught sight 
of their fleet coming out. The sea was 
smooth and glassy, and we could see the 
craft armpit as soon as they left shore. 
There were five of the native craft called 
prahns. These are clumsy looking affairs 
to a European, but, as a matter of fact, 
are li"ht, buoyant and quite safe in a 
heavy sea. None of those approaching u» 
had masto or sails, but wera propelled by 
rew«r*. Each had a HnaU to» canana 


l,ay was Known to be a piratical 


stronghold, and it was soon i^laiu enough 
that we wei-e going to bag mo.'c game. A 
mau hunt alolt with the gl.Lss reported a 
large Milage nil the shore, M it h a great 
trowdof natiics running about in great 
excitement. We bailed in to within half a 
mile oft lie belli h, and then dropped anchor 
with a spi ing on the cable We could make 
out a great il> i-t of prahub riding at auchor 
off the beach, but thuw pirates had more 
tact and policy than ttioso further down 
the coast. They did not > ome rowing out 
to give us battle the first uhiug, but a sam- 
pan, in -«hich weie fou1' men < nine out un- 
til within easy h.ul, mid then one o£ tho 
men hailed us w ith: 
• "What j on .ship want here?" 


He was informed that we had met with 


rough weather and lost four of our crew, 
and was then usked if it were possible for 
us to bhip half ado/.eu natives to help work 
the brig across to Saigon. He replied that 
tie would see, aud the sampan returned to 
the shore. After about uu hour tho same 
crew returned with the message that wo 
should all come ashore m our boats and 
surrender as prisoner-.. He said that they 
had six guus in a buttery on shore trained 
upon the brig, and th.it il we did not obey 
the summons ,he would be «'iit to the bot- 
tom where hh« lay. Ourtt-st lieutenant 
did all the talking for us, and now he an- 
swered back th.it wo refused to surrender. 
The natives hiul perhaps expected this an- 
swer, for at a signal from the spokesman 
iu the Baiupnu a battery ot tfx-poundera 
did open on us at close range 
Their gun- 


nery was so poor, however, that only oae 
shot struck the brig in their half hour's 
cannonade. We w.uiti-d to reply, but the 
orders were to wait. Wait we did, and by 
and by the buttery stopped firing and four 
big prahns and as many as thirty two man 
sampans came .sucoping out to us. 


The fellows were yelling aud screaming 


aud beating tomtoms, 110 doubt expecting 
an easy victor j, and they were within cuu- 
ister range when we dropped the ports aud

Plenty of the fel- 
lows were shot as they drifted about or 
a warn to the shore, and when no one 
longer lie seen in the water the brig opened 
her guns on the town and the island. For 
two good hours she whaled away at them, 
driving e\erv hvmg thing beyond reach of 
her guns, aud when sue went out of the 
bay everything on laud seemed to IHJ ablaze. 
It was a knockout blow for the strong- 
hold, as tho entire fleet and upward of ono 
hundred men were destroyed, but what w« 
had thus far done was only a beainnuig. 
There wero a dozen store colonies to D» 
looked utter.— New TcrWffan.

The West Indies and South America 


sell us from thrue to seven times as much 
goods as wo soil them. These goods, 
over and above our exports to those 
countries, are paid for by European na- 
tions in their manufactured articles, and 
•we square matters with Europe by ship- 
ping our farm products and manufact- 
ures there as payment. 


We swap debts, but in swapping there 


is always a certain por cent, lost in

through this cumbersome, fhree anglec 
transportation. 
Freights are lowest anc 


trade consequently most profitable where 
there are ready cargoes for both ways. 
A regular steamship line is, ill fact, de- 
pendent upon this regularity of cargo. 
As matters stand much of the traffic is 
done by the tiu called tramp steamers, 
•which go everywhere, according as they 
can get cargoes. 


But why this three cornered shipping? 


Why not the direct trade entirely? 


In answer to that question the pro- 


tective tariff must be called into the 
witness box. 


The United States has about thirty 


acres of land to each inhabitant, while 
England has less than two acres. This 
is what keeps wages np in America anc 
makes the problem of bread winning 
easier here than in England. Yet pro- 
tectionists assure ns that nothing but 
the tariff can cause good wages and keep 
OB all from going to ruin, 


bllowing oily words to them: 
am very much mistaken the American 
armer has altogether too much hay out 
umself not to be clever to his neighbor 
he manufacturer in the matter of es- 
ihanging courtesies." 


Now, 
does this American farmer k:iow 


how "this matter of exchanging courte- 


worka in actual practice'/ Dues he 


mow that these home market manu- 
acturers sell in the foreign market 
heaper than to him? Such is the fact. 
Oie manufacturers of many protected 
articles have one price for the home 
market and another price, which is from 
.0 to 80 per cent, lower, for the foreign 
market. 


Does the farmer doubt this statement? 


Does he ask why he never heard of such 
a thing before? 


For a very good reason. The fact is 


rapt secret so far as possible. It is 
mown by all the exporting merchants 
of our seaports. 


But why does not the farmer know 


this? In New York two trade papers 
are regularly published which give lists 
of articles with the home market prices 
and the foreign pricas side by side. 
These papers are Tb.9 Australasian and 
South American and The American Mail 
and Export Journal, and are for circula- 
tion in foreign countries alone. 


Fanner Brown, do you want to sea 


one of ttiose papers? 


Very well; walk np to tho editor's 


desk and ask him for a copy — or even 
offer him money for a copy— and what 
does that editor tell you? 


Oh, no, Fanner Brown; you cannot 


buy a copy of this paper!" 


But why?" you ask. 
And hero tho 


editor will eye you sharply to see whether 
you can be trusted with a secret. "Yes," 
he seems to say, "Farmer Brown is a 
trusty man; lie will not give it away." 


And he leans over toward you and 


says in confidential tones: 


You see, Farmer Brown, the reason 


\ve cannot sell our paper hero is that the 
retail prices quoted for export are con- 
siderably lower than large dealers must 
pay for the same articles here at whole- 
sale." 


Now, 
as Farmer Brown will never get 


a prep into 0110 of these journals, lio 
sliail. at least, know something of their 
contents. 
But first he shall have fur- 


ther proof of this pudding by hearing 
,vhat several other journals have to say 
on this subject. 


Let him hear what that dyed-in-the- 


wool protectionist organ The Now York 
Press has to say: 


"It is sometimes looked upon as wise 


to ship goods out of the country at cost 
rather than break the regular price for 
which such articles sell in the country in 
which they are produced." 


And The American Machinist says 


this: 


"Just why American manufacturers 


will sell machinery and other goods from 
10 to 80 per cent, cheaper in Europe than 
they will sell them to be used at home is 
rather puzzling; but anyone curious in 
the matter can easily enough find out 
that many of them do this. It may be 
necessary to cut prices to secure trade 
from abroad, but it is likely to strike 
the American purchaser as being ft little 
rough on him.'' 


The Engineering and Mining Journal, 


although a protectionist paper, expresses 
itself in this fashion: So soon as an in- 
dustry has attained the position where 
it can more than supply our home mar- 
ket and has to send its goods abroad, 
where they compete with those of for- 
eign manufacturers, it is evident that 
they are either giving the foreigners the 
benefit of lower rates than .they do out:
